Again, M. Demolish demonstrates how

Frenchmen owe tp their baso hankering for
bureaucratism and tholr lukewarm regard
for ngrlculturo, manufacture and trade,
the absurdity of a Chamber ot Deputies
which Includes a hundred
and nearly thrco hundred Journalists, at-

torneys, advocates and doctors, whereas In
tho British Houso of Commons tho great
majority aro agriculturists, manufacturers
and traders. We are told, finally, how It
comes to pass that the Anglo-Saxon- s have
the good fortune to be almost totally re-

fractory to collectivism, with which tho na-

tions of the European continent are threat-
ened, and which Is the most rctrogrado Of

social organizations, tho most destructive
of Individual activity and dignity. All of
these things havo been set forth solidly
and lucidly by this Frenchman, together
with certain deductions no less truo or
probable, and no less unpleasant for other
Frenchmen to read.

What Is thcro for Frenchmen to dot
Neither M. Dbmolins nor M. Jules
LmiArrrcB can seo any help for them. How
should they go about to gain the virtues
that they lack, and whtoh abound In tho
Anglo-Saxon- ! How should they develop
ln themselves tho energy, the powor of
will, tho habit of tho
spirit of Initiative! To dovolop theso
qualities they would need, It Is admitted,
tho following things: In tho flrsb place,
parents, convinced that thoy owo their
children only an education, which, how-

ever, should bo n Ttrllo one; ln the second
place, young men thoroughly convinced
that they must depend upon thomsolves in
life; In tho third place, young men firmly
resolved to seek In marriage a companion
and not a dowry. Anothor thing needed Is

a government which shall reduce to a
minimum the numbor of its functions and
Its functionaries, and thus drivo young
peoplo Into Independent careers whloh
require individual, Initiative and hard
work. In a word. Franco needs a state of
things wherein tho publlo functionary, tho
politician, and tho idler shall be less

than tho farmer, the manufacturer,
and the merchant.

To come to details, At. Jules Lemaxtrs,
for his part, would put an end to the study
of dead languages in colleges and schools J

would suppress universities, the Polytech-
nic Sohool, and all the higher educational
establishments supported by the State;
would suppress universal suffrage ; would
abolish at least three-fourth- s of the office-

holders ; would, ln a word, undo almost
tho whole of the administrative work ac-

complished by the first revolution and the
first empire This, however, would not
sufflco. It would also bo needful to sup-

press the army appropriations, which are
ruining Franco, and to put an end to the
conscription which robs young Frenchmen
of three years of their life, and by no means
tends to develop ln them a spirit of Initia-
tive. Franco would have to content her-

self, as England doos, with an army of
aboutSOO.OOO men. Itwould bo needful to
do awnywlth tho necessity of national
defenco and tho supposed moral obli-

gation of "revonge." It would, at the
same time, bo needful to render another
defeat Impossible, for It Is defeat which
has mado Frenchmen weak, shamefaced,
and timid. Nor would oven all this
suffice; ono would havo to change the
French soul. How Is It possible to instil
will and energy where they do not exist,
and to transform a Latin or Celt into an
Anglo-Saxo-

One of the fow consolations which M.
Demolins and his commentators find is
the reflection that Germany, In spite ot
some recent signs of commercial extension,
Is not much less sick than France. Tho
wealth which it gained from France, the
confidence and the advantages ot all kinds
derived from victory, assure to Germany
momentary health, but M. Demolinb Is
convinced that despotism, militarism,
bureaucratism and socialism will kill Ger-
many, also, ln the end. It Is suggested by
M. Jules Lemaitoe that a good plank of
safety for Germany, France and other Con-

tinental countries would be a defensive
league of all Latin, Germonlo and Slavio
Europe against tho voracious virtues ot
tho Anglo-Saxo- race. It Is, however, ad-

mitted that for Buch a Icaguo the times aro
not yot ripe.

Tho French decadenco seems to bo dis-

tinguished from other examples ot national
decay ln this particular, that It Is

It has no Illusions. It is surpris-
ing to observo among the Frenchmen who
havo noticed the book we have been con-

sidering, how many recognize, In all Its
extent and secret causes, tho material and
moral degeneration of France, It the

of a nation reveals itself in
its higher Individualities, nover was an
unfortunate peoplo more alive to Its own
weaknesses and woes. It is possible that
ln this recognition of facts may lie a chance
of cure. M. Demolinb himself, although a
pessimist, maintains that Frenchmen have
a clearer and more methodical mind than
havo tho Anglo-Saxon- a fact which should
mako them leaders In the work of drawing
the backward peoples ot tho East Into tho
paths of civilization. It may also be
argued that, after all, France Is tho Con-

tinental nation which, from several points
of view, comes nearest to the Anglo-Saxo- n

typo; tho Frenchman certainly approaches
the Englishman more closely than does the
Spaniard or tho Italian, or even the Gor-ma-

who, In M. Demolinb's opinion, has
got no further, In a political and social
sense, than the ago of Louis XIV.

Tho Change of Capital in China.
Tho reports that l'ekln will soon ceaso to

bo the seat of government In China aro as-

suming moro definite form, but accord-
ing to tho latest statement on the
subject, Instead ot tho now capital
being fixed at a spot within easy
reach of civilization, It Is to bo se-

cluded from tho world among tho moun-
tain ranges of tho province of Shensl, The
locality said to haio been selected Is

a city about ninety miles up tho
Hwcl'ho from where It Joins tho Hnang-h-

nt the point whero that river forms a right
anglo at tho southwestern corner of tho
provlnco of Shansl. n Is nearly 000
mllcB In a direct Hue from l'ekln, Ith which
city It Is connected by a highway run-
ning in a general southwesterly direction
through tho provinces of Ch and Shansl,
paHHlug through many Important towns on
the road; and after leaving It con-

tinues through Shensl toTsln-cha- In tho
western province of Kan-suh- , and from
thcro Into Chinese Turkestan.

Tho selection of It It Is finally
adopted, as tho future capital of China, is
significant ot tho Intention ot tho rulers ot
tho country to avoid contact with tho outer
world as much as possible. It would
seem as It the recent visit ot the Ger-
man Prlnce.-HcNU- V, had determined the

Emperor and his court to escape from other
ot the same kind by retiring Into the
western recesses of the empire to a
spot where, until a railway Is built,
tho Journey will bo long and weari-

some. There, far away from the Intrusion
ot foreigners, the court can contlnuo the
old policy of conservatism and mystery
which It has taken so many centuries to
ponelrate, and feel secure for a time
against any attempt by a European power
to obtain control of tho person of tho sov-

ereign, and through htm ot the country.
Whllo tho position ot n Is well

adapted to serve the political objects Indi-

cated, it has also considerable military ad-

vantages. It Is difficult to reach from the
south owing to the mountain ranges form-
ing tho southern watershed of the Hwel-h- o

and Uoang-ho- , and It must be many years
beforo tho country lying immediately to
tho north of Shansl and Shensl Is suffi-

ciently devoloped to bring tho Hussions
in anything like close touch with tho south-
ern part of Shensl. There is, however, ono
point that Is not to bo overlooked.
Is accessible by water all tho way from tho
sea by the Hoang-h- as soon as steamers
shall have boon placed on tho course 'of
that river from Its mouth ln tho Gulf of
Pe-chl--ll to tho Junction with tho Hwol-ho- ,

o-- which n is situated ; and the first
Uu hundred miles ot the Hoang-h- o from
tho sea pass through the provlnco of Shan-
tung, now a German sphere. Tsl-na- on
tho eastern bank of the Hoang-ho- , about
one hundred miles from tho sea, Is a town
of considerable Importance, and Is to bo
connected with Klao Chou by rail. This,
It may be remarked, would make tho Ger-
mans ln Shantung tbo virtual masters
and guardians ot tho highways by land
and water betweon tho proposed now capi-
tal of China and tho outer world.

The statement that a large military force
Is concentrated ln tho provlnco of Shansl,
about half way between Fekln andSI-gnan- ,

to accompany and protect the court on Its
Journoy, has an importance of its own. The
population of the country of which the new
capital would be the centre isdlsttngulshed
by Its physical qualities and energy above
that of tho rest of China, and it tho inten-
tion of the rulers of the country Is to create
a military force that would recover the in-

dependence of China from foreign Influ-
ences, the choice of n Is as good as
could have been made. In any case, It
seems certain that It Is felt In China that
Fokln Is too near the points of possible
conflict between the powers that have as-

sumed the function of its protectors, and
that tho further away the court can get
from It tho better tor Its own safety and
comfort.

Hawaii.
Opposition to tho acquisition of the Phil-

ippines might conceivably be so Intense that
its representatives would prevent, if thoy
could, the sending of men and supplies to
Dewet, so that, flying from defeat or
starvation, he would bo driven home.
This sort of feeling, or rather this
school ot statesmanship, goes no further
than to hamper the Philippine move-
ment and at the samo tlmo risk serious
international complications in connection
with tho war, by opposing tho annexation
ot Hawaii, a spot which any military ex-

pert assigned to the task of upholding
Dewey, and every statesman whoso vis-

ions of the country's greatness aro not
fenced in between the Atlantic and Paclfio
coasts, would look upon as a gift of
Providence

Without incurring the odium ot leaving
oar gallant tars ln Manila without troops
and balked of a comploto victory, the

politicians sco at least tho
chance ot preventing the United States from
ever having another Dewet or from
further extending Its name and prowess In
tho East. Hawaii rejected, they think,
will mean a final chock to our freshly
stirred ambitions and an abandonment ot
our hope to be one of the great powers ot
tho world.

The United States neod of Hawaii is as
clear as their need ot an army and navy.

The Ono Political Colonel.
The Third Regiment of Nebraska Volun-

teers is commanded by Col. William J.
BnYAN of Lincoln. Its services were
formally offered to the United States Gov-
ernment on Monday by tho Populist Gov-

ernor Holcomd, at the lnstanco of tbo
Populist Senator Allen.

It Is right that the plain truth should be
told about this business.

When the eminent Thespian who played
the part of a Presidential candldato ln 1 800
made up his mind to attempt ln 1808 tho
rOlo ot a military leader and hero, his
determination put President McKjnlky
ln an cmbarrasslngposltlon. The President
must either accept or reject Mr. Bryan's
widely and noisily advertised proposal.
If he accepted it, he was obviously lending
aid to an enterprise of political advertise-
ment, and admitting Into the organization
of our volunteer army influences and con-

siderations up to this time avoided. If ho
rejected it, the President might seem to bo
lacking In courtesy to one who had been
his competitor for tho ofilco he holds. He
was sure to be acoused of questioning tho
Integrity of Mr. Bryan's motives In decid-
ing to become a soldier, and even to be
charged with persecuting him.

At tbo same tlmo President McKinley
knew what every man In tho United States
knows, and what Bryan himself must
know, namely, that tho regiment com-

manded by this purely political Colonel
will be subject to tho rUks and perils In-

volved ln incompetent and ahsolutoly inex
perienced leadership.

How tho War Department will deal with
tho difficult question thus presented re-

mains to bo soen. Meanwhile tho political
part of tho business has been studiously
and elaborately prepared at Lincoln.
The regiment Is known ln advance as
the "Silver Battalion." For a tlmo it
was Industriously announced that Mr.
Bryan, burning with patrlotlo ardor,
would Insist upon fighting as a private In
tho ranks. The original scheuio appears to
havo been that hu should enlist ns n
private, bo elected Captain of his company
by the vote of his comrades, and then bo com.
missioned as Colonel. It has been reported
that this plan was abandoned Iiccuuho

Wo wish to observe that It Is an en-

tirely discreditable thing to attempt to
carry to tho front the politics of partisan-
ship, and ot that discreditable attempt Mr.
William J. Bryan has bcon the Industri-
ous promoter and Is the Intended bene-
ficiary.

If mustered in by the United States, Col.
Bryan and bis pollttcc-thespl- an regiment
ought to bo detailed to guard the Carson
City mint till the war Is ovor.

Mason and Mixed Flour.
Tho Senate allowed tho Hon. William E.

Mason of Illinois to Inject into tho War
llevenuo bill a totally Irrelevant amend-
ment regulating and taxing tho manufac-
ture and sale of mixed flour. The Mason
amendment, whllo ostensibly for tho pur-
pose of revenue, is ln fact and effect a sep-
arate act for tho confusion of tho makers
of what Is called mixed flour and tho ad-

vantage of tho makers ot unmixed flour.
Just as the Oleomargarine act, signed by
G rover Cleveland, to his lasting dis-
credit, used tho power of taxation with the
object of hurting one business and helping
another, so this Mason amendment, moro
proporly this statute against mixed flour,
uses tho power ot taxation to holp one set
of manufacturers at the expense ot another.

The Mason amendment should be hustled
out of the War Eevcnuo bill by the House.
It is an Independent statute. If Congress
deems it Its business to Interfere In the rival-
ries of manufacture, lot it do so openly.

Don't Forcet tho Ijaunoh.
HonsoNandhlssoven heroes of thoMcr-rima- o

will cortalnly bo rewarded by Con-

gress and tho Navy Department, but the
brilliancy of their achlovemont should not
eclipse that of young Powell and his four
companions ln the launch. This little craft
followed tho Merrlmac among the Spanish
batteries, and formed a part of the general
plan. Sho was to await the Merrlmao's
crow after the explosion, and nobly did
sho perform her duty. Our account says
that sho searched for tho men of the Mer-rima- o

under tho tremendous, concentrated

And thcro might well bo a llko
practical remembrance for tho original
party ot volunteers, who were dismissed
after a day's waiting, because It was feared
thoy had been too long under strain. That
fact eloquently tells what they had en-

dured, yet they wcro not recompensed,
after all, by the immortality of famo
which has coma to tholr successors, always
to bo known as Hosson's men.
